Their 
question was not ‘‘What does it 
cost?’”’ but ‘‘What is the monthly 
payment?’”’

They were, the survey found, 
pretty well in hock, in so far 
their high, monthly wage 
was concerned, to the install- 
ment retailers of their commu- 
nity and to the building and loan 
society which held their monthly 
repayment house _ mortgages. 
They considered this normal 
and desirable

These will suffice to point up, 
not a moral, but an important 
development of our modern in- 
dustrial-society life. 

It already helps explaim some 
of the presentconservatism 
in politics, and the trend in 
industrial labor negotiations to 
come up with .long-term con- 
tracts. It also assists us to 
understand why easy. retail 
credit, and the almost fantastic 
ease with which a salaried per- 
son may at once obtain the best 
of durable consumer goods, are 
dominant features of our present- 
day life. 

Our standard of living, which 
is by far the most luxurious and 
high in all the world, is built 
on dynamic industrial expansion 
and easy eredit. The steel 
worker and junior executive, in 
one of the great corporations or 
in the Madison Avenue agencies 
which so influence our lives, are 
almost identical persons in so 
far as economics are concerned. 

Today’s industrial worker no 
longer lives in a company vil- 
lage. He is not in peonage to 
the company store, doctor or 
landlord. He has power Karl 
Marx never dared envision. The 
junior executive has no labor 
contract, but he has considera- 
ble job security and looks for- 
ward to promotion and eventual 
retirement under a_ generous 
pension plan. Those critics of 
today who bemoan, with some 
justification, modern emphasis 
on security by employable 
young men and women should 
not wonder at it. It is an ines- 
capable product of the mills of 
the industrial revolution which 
grind not so slowly, but ex- 
ceeding fine.

Public Opinion 

It requires no prophet to see 
that in the next two decades the 
emotions described above will be 
so multiplied as to reach Con- 
gress, legislatures, and the con- 
tracts signed by management 
and labor in the form of power- 
ful ‘‘public opinion.”’ 

One -:does not presume to in- 
terpret the motives in men’s 
hearts and minds. There were 
businessmen who thought that 
with certain durable inventories 
so high, a steel strike would ‘‘be 
a good thing.’’ Just so, of course, 
it was settled ahead of the Au- 
gust political conventions. Steel 
claimed union leaders wanted a 
strike. 

The big question in labor dis- 
putes even now is whether the 
differences between the negotia- 
tors justify moving from the con- 
ference table to the picket line 
or the lockout. This attitude will 
increasingly make itself felt in 
the years ahead for the reason 
that the industrial economy will 
not want, and cannot endure, any 
real interruption of its install- 
ment functioning. Public opinion 
more and more will demand jus- 
tification of a strike from all in- 
volved.

When the full record of the 83rd 
Congress is written, it is going to be a 
little difficult to pin the label “‘do noth- 
ing’ upon it simply because it had a 
small Democratic majority. 

The record will show that on crucial 
items of legislation the administration 
failed, despite the help of Democrats, 
to muster enough support within Re- 
publican ranks to carry the day. 


For instance, the Republicans de- 
serted the President in droves on the 
school construction bill. More Democrats 
yoted for the measure in the House than 
did Republicans while more Republicans 
opposed it than did Democrats. 

While the final fate of the foreign aid 
bill still must be decided, it has been a 
Democrat, Sen. George of Georgia, who 
has carried the fight to prevent complete 
emasculation of the President’s program. 
Two Republican senators, Knowland and 
Bridges, attempted to tie such strings to 
it that it would have been worse than no 
bill at all. : 

Debate on the aid bill and on the de- 
fense budget has demonstrated clearly, 
however, that the administration has no 
clear-cut policies in either field. Optimis- 
tic statements by the President and Sec- 
retarv of State Dulles have lulled the 
country and Congress into a feeling of 
false security. Especially is this true with 
foreign aid in which the administration— 
as Life Magazine points out in its current 
issue—has floundered. 

In the first place, this administration 
has failed to give the Marshall Plan and 
other highly successful Truman admin- 
istration measures the credit due them. 
It is. therefore, difficult to sell similar 
Eisenhower programs to the country 
when the administration refuses to back 
past programs which most observers 
credit with having saved Western Eu- 
rope and many other areas from com- 
munism. 

The last few weeks have shown that 
the administration lacks a bipartisan 
world-wide foreign economic or military 
policy. The confusion is reflected in fail- 
ure by the administration to sell its pro- 
gram in either field to Congress—even 
to its own party. 

The President has been missed in 
Washington these last few weeks. Let's 
hope that the lack of direction in meet- 
ing the new Soviet economic-political 
cold war does not result in major defeats, 
a direction in which we seem to be 
moving. 

There is great concern about the con- 
fusion over the country’s strength, se- 
curity, direction and world position. 
There is even greater confusion in try- 
ing to relate these to domestic policies 
and politics. The most cheerful optimism 
cannot hide the division and lack of 
leadership which now exists.

Futility of Communism 


That Communist Russia is sensitive to 
outside criticism has been known for 
some time. That this. sensitivity has been 
stepped up since Stalin’s death and the 
decision to down-grade him, is obvious. 

Pravda, for example, now attempts 
to explain why Russia has but one party 
and will always have but one. The news- 
paper voice of the party says, with brutal 
frankness: 

“In our country the Communist Party 
has been and will be the only master of 
minds and thoughts... .” 

Pravda goes on to say that a’ multi- 
plicity of parties “is a feature of a so- 
ciety with different classes whose inter- 
ests differ. It is a feature of bourgeois so- 


ciety, which consists of antagonistic 
classes.” 

We are inclined to accept this latter 
definition in the light of European poli- 
tics. Italy, France and some of the smaller 
countries have an antagonistic class situ- 
ation which produces a lot for splinter 
parties—a multiplicity of them. 

The United States does not have a lot 
of antagonistic classes. 

We do have a two-party system. 

And God help us if we ever develop 
a number of antagonistic: classes, each 
with a political party. 

Then, indeed, will we approach the 
end of the American system.

Rep. Kenneth Roberts, chairman 
of a special House subcommittee 
on traffic safety, has called for 
radical changes in automobile de- 
sign and the enactment of a uni- 
form traffic code for the nation. 

The Alabama Democrat said: 

“The greater speed and _ horse- 
power in new automobiles is not 
at all necessary.”’ 

The congressman said he con- 
sidered these some of the main 
reasons nearly 40,000 persons are 
killed and about two million in- 
jured in traffic accidents each 
year. His special interstate com- 
merce subcommittee plans a _ na- 
tionwide investigation of traffic 
safety conditions after Congress 
adjourns this summer with pre- 
liminary hearings in Washington 
this month. 

Congressman 
newsman: 

‘We may find legislation will be 
necessary, maybe not. It will de- 
pend on the cooperation from the 
automobile industry. 

“It has been my idea that there 
has not been the proper ratio in 
speed, weight and braking power 
in the new automobiles. I think 
that too often, cars are built to 
go too fast for their size.’ 

The Alabamian noted that city 
speed limits rarely exceed 25 
-‘m.p.h. and that seldom does a 
state allow motorists to drive 
faster than 60 m.p.h. 

‘However,’ Rep. Roberts con- 
tinued, ‘‘most cars carry 120 m.p.h. 
on their speedometers. That's al- 
most an invitation to break the 
law.”’ 

The chairman asserted he _ be- 
lieves a lot can be gained with 
uniform traffic laws. These would 
make sure that such things as 
signs, signals and highway divi- 
sion markings are the same in. all 
states. 

Roberts said the hearings would 
determine which state laws have 
worked out best and these would 
be recommended on a _ national 
basis. He said he believes Con- 
gress should insist on uniform 
laws for- the 41,000-mile interstate 
system of superhighways. 

The Roberts committee is work- 
ing on a very important matter— 
the reduction of the speed of auto- 
mobiles. 

It is hoped that the efforts of 
the group will result in safer con-

familiar as hominy grits, and buckwheat cakes, and persimmons in 
the fall. For a long time, Georgians have heard the ravings from 
Herman Talmadge and before him from his father, the late Gene 


Talmadge. 

But hitherto the act has been 
confined chiefly to Georgia, hard 
as that has been on many of its 
citizens who don't care for Her- 
man Talmadge's sort. 

Should Talmadge win the Senate 
seat occupied for 34 years by Sen. 
George, Georgia will be represent- 
ed on the national political scene 
here by a figure who contrasts 
greatly with the two senators we 
have become accustomed to for 
so long, both influential, respected 
and recognized national leaders. 

They are Sen. George, chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, and Sen. Russell, chairman 
of the Armed Services Committee, 
who was a candidate in 1952 for 
the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 

These two men are in the old 
tradition of. responsible Southern 
leadership, as distinguished from 
another element which also has 
its representatives here from time 
to time. The latter in their dema- 
gogic course play upon:the preju- 
dices and sensitivities of the South- 
ern people to keep themselves in 
office. 

The last of this category here 
from Georgia was Sen. Watson 
who in his later years was a big- 
oted firebrand. Upon his death in 
1922 he was succeeded by Sen. 
George and since then Georgia has 
not been identified in Congress 
with the Southern demagogic, 
race-baiting strain. 

It is giving away no secrets 


to say that the responsible Demo- 
ocratic Party leadership, South 
and North, does not look forward 
happily to an addition to that ele- 
ment in the Senate here, espee 
cially at this time of tension when 
it would further dramatize the 
split between Northern and South- 
ern wings of the party.

There also came the promise 
to try to get legislation passed to 
curb the powers of the court and 
a strong isolationist note in ate 
tacks on our foreign aid program. 

Talmadge sounds no different 
than the succession of Southern 
demagogues down through the 
years—if you know the breed.

Cracker Coma 


There are no specifications in the book concerning 
the timing of the crisis in a baseball race. It may come 
early, as in the National League last season, when Brook- 
lyn won 22 of its first 24 games and the race was over 
before it began. 


It may come late, as in the American League, when the 
Yankees shoplifted the pennant from under Cleveland’s very red 
nose. Or it may come after the season is over, as in the American 
SR a i League in 1948 and the National League 

fs: in 1951, when playoffs were necessary to 

e= decorate a champeen. 

q Nobody can be sure what the crisis 
- is until the season is wrapped up and 
tucked away and the perspective is ad- 
_ vantageous to reflection. In the 1953 
' season, when Gene Mauch managed the 
ee Crackers, it required no detective work 
>» at all to determine that the downfall 
** came on an August night in Memphis. 
eS Mauch responded to a critical 
situation as if he had been bitten by 
Leo Durocher. Just the season be- 
fore, Durocher had chosen to throw 
Jack Harshman into a tremendously 
important late season game against 
Chicago. Today this would be most 
commendable generalship, but at 
that time Harshman was only a stu- 
dent in pitching school with a few 

minor league innings behind him. 

Mauch chose to pull Jack Brittin out of the hat in Memphis— 
Brittain, who had been relatively ineffective and was already 
showing advanced signs of a mysterious collapse from which he 
never recovered. The Crackers were only a half game off Memphis’ 
stern, but the Chicks clobbered Brittin. 

The big retreat was on. The Crackers silently and sullenly 
folded their tent and slunk off into third place, there to remain. 


—A Sad Note for the Diary 


That was the crisis of 1953. The crisis of 1954 came up also in 
August, when New Orleans arrived at Ponce de Leon Park for a 
furious fight about first place. The Crackers had been the Pelicans’ 
turkeys until that series, in which the Whitlow Wyatt set began the 
drive to a sweep of the works. 


There was no time for crisis last year. The Crackers were 
quick with the surrender flag, and by June they were looking 
for the nearest exit to the second division. If there was a crisis, 
it came when George McQuinn was employed as manager. 


It must be established as a rule of thumb that no ball club with 
a crack at the lead can wisely shrug off any occasion to make 
ground, no matter what period of the season it may be, or if 
officially recognized as a crisis or not. It is yet early in 1956, 
though the Fourth of July is passed, and perhaps the Crackers 
can heal the wound of July 6. 


But in their diary to date, it will have to be recorded that 
they blew the biggest game of the year 


Last Friday, they went into the Birmingham series only 
three games off the Barons’ lead. They were but a game and a 
half out of second place. They overcame a bunglesome first 
inning and took charge, 5-3, which seemed ridiculously safe, 
the way Charlie Bicknell was pitching. 

The Barons were walking corpses until John Jaciuk, a journey- 
man first-baseman who hits .275, slashed a home run into the 
right-field signs. It tied the game. Worse than that, it restored life 
to the stone dead Barons, who won it in the tenth, $5.

In the process of one inning, the corpse traded places with the 
undertaker. While this major collapse may not necessarily bury 
the Crackers permanently, it did, nevertheless, leave their clients 
in a state of shock. 

Here they were within three outs of claiming second place 
for themselves, of moving in on the Barons, who might for 
once have turned derriere and run. To be swept right out of 
this dream and into the flotsam and jetsam of stagnating defeat 
is sometimes more than the morale will take. 

You don’t blow the big ones and win championships. This is 
no written rule, but it’s a law of nature. You don’t kowtow to the 
leader and expect Little Rock and New Orleans to get you off 
the hook. 

Somehow, the Crackers seem dedicated to the welfare of the 
Barons, and to Gerry MacKay and John Wingo especially. Wingo 
hasn’t lost to them in over a year. MacKay, who seldom damages 
any other club, mutilates the Crackers. He hits .261, has only eight 
homers and 38 RBIs. He must be hitting a thousand and one against 
the Crackers, and he has hit half of his homers and drove in 11 
of his runs in two games against them. It’s humiliating. 


The precious redeeming feature of the Crackers is that the 
management won’t sit still for this. Clyde King turned the dug- 
out inside out after Saturday followed Friday in defeat. Maybe 
it won’t work, and maybe the coma will persist, but in the 
words of the immortal card of Yankee Stadium, Casey*Stengel, 
who, after shaking his lineup in the course of a rare streak 
of defeat once, said: 

“If I’m going on losing, I’m going to do it with some different 
faces. I’m tired of looking at the old ones.”

Monsters? 


_ Last week a 17-year-old boy I know _was locked in the city 
jail for automobile theft. ; 

It wasn’t an unusual case, even for him. He was already on 
probation for a similar offense some months ago. And for the 
police it was the same old story—a teen-age kid crazy about cars, 
unable to own one himself and unlucky enough to find one parked 
with the key in the ignition. 


Yet the act of stealing a car seemed so foreign to his nature, 
80 absolutely at odds with his upbringing, those of us who knew 
about it were shocked and sickened. Young friends who had 
helped him throw his paper route and who had known him in high 
school classes couldn’t believe it. 

° “He was too shy, too scaredy to do a thing like that,” a girl 
classmate told me. ‘I’ve seen him in class get a bad grade on 
something he knew because when the teacher would ask him a 
question he'd choke up. He couldn’t answer.”’ 


‘‘He was just mad for cars,’’ a boy told me. ‘‘He didn’t know 
much about ’em. Couldn’t even drive. But he didn’t talk or think 
about anything else.’’ 

So he took to ‘‘borrowing’’ cars. When he'd find one parked 
somewhere with the key in it, particularly late at night when his 
mother thought he was in bed asleep, he would get in it and drive 
it around a block or two, experimenting until he found clutch 
and brake and accelerator. Sometimes he would put the car back 
where he found it. Twice he parked the cars closer to home where 
he could go late at night and sit in them and try the starter and 

} practice shifting the gears. The compulsion to return to the car 
and drive it just once more is, of course, what trapped him in 
the end. The last time he tried to drive the car in the daytime, 
when he did not have the streets to himself, police extricated him 
from a three-ear crash. 

The fact that I knew this boy, had seen him pedalling by on 
his bicycle, had talked to him once or twice and knew his shy 
manner, his sweet, young-boy smile, is what distressed me at first. 
But more baffling and disturbing than the personal thing of 
having a lad you know in jail, is the fact that his action and his 
present dilemma aren't a bit unusual. 


The craze to own and operate a car leads some kid into 
trouble over his head nearly every day. I asked a teen-age boy 
about it. 


“It’s only a car,’’ I said in despair. ‘‘Just metal and cloth 
and wood. Why are you all so obsessed with them? What is it 
about a thing like a car that would make a boy go against all he 
has been taught? How can he want to drive a car so badly that 
he’d risk making himself a jailbird and breaking his parents’ 
hearts?’’ 


Out of his own sadness at having a friend in trouble he 
searched for an answer. 

‘‘He wants to look good to the other boys,’’ he said at last. 
‘It makes him feel good if he’s got a car. And then—well, just 
having a car to drive makes you feel good. That powerful motor 
doing what you tell it .. . the luxury of riding.”’ 

His voice dwindled off and we thought about it in silence for 
a while. I’m sure there’s more to it than that, but what? If 
we've created a diabolically attractive monster in the automobile,

~ Build Child’s Stamina 


Why do foreign observers call American girls soft? 

They make that charge. 
in international competitions are deficient in muscle 
tone, general stamina, and endurance in matters involv- 
ing physical, emotional, or mental strain. 


Is this true? Edith W. Co- 
nant, national program direc- 
tor for the Girl Scouts, admits 
ruefully that it isn’t false. 
Writing in Child Study, the 
quarterly journal of the Child 
Study Assn. of America, she 
says that Amrerican girls seem 
inept in both large and small 
muscle activity in comparison 
with Europeans, 

She bases her judgment on 
experiences both in taking 
American Girl Scouts to camps 
abroad and as program direc- 
tor of an international camp 
here. American girls, she says, 
can’t take it. By it she means 
anything difficult. 

LACK ENERGY 

‘Many of our girls,’’ she 
writes, ‘‘did not have the phy- 
sical energy for the extended 
hiking, mountain climbing, 
cross-country games, or even 
folk dancing that girls of other 


countries tossed off. witkout 
losing their breath. 
Our girls found difficult 


many of the activities that de- 
velop self-reliance, a sense of 
achievement, and an apprecia- 
tion of the beauties of our 
natural world.

THEY NEED WORK 

The home is still a sure-fire 
resource, if parents will only 
realize it. Labor-saving de- 
vices haye not taken all the 
chores out of the housewife’s 
day. Why not see to it that 
children help with the tradi- 
tional tasks that remain — bed- 
making, furniture polishing, 
painting, gardening?
